The Judiciary. 

In no coiimuiiiity, largo or Hinall, thai wo 
wot of, was there ever sucli an everhistirig 
din of " injustice," " iiuligiiation,'' '-wroiii:," 
" official incompetency," " iilibernlitv,'' urn! 
'' old foi;;yisrn," with the cry of '•' relbrrn," 
as has been kicked up in this and the neigh- 
boring colony during the last two years. 
Sometimes we imagine it a perfect pan- 
demonium. "Things do not , go right," 
is a phrase in everybody's mouth'. — 
Either the transplanted scions of that old 
grumbler, John Bull, have improved on hia 
hereditary propensity, or there is a radical 
evil intensified, e.\isting somewhere in the 
body politic. Every day its the Governor : 
between limes the Assembly; .someliines 
the Clergy ; occasionally the Police Com- 
missioner : and often as it is now the Chief 
Justice, highly spiced with the sayings and 
doings of embryo Lord Chancellors, am! de- 
crees proving " the glorious unciutainly of 
the law." A continual hub-bubis kicked u[). 
There's a screw loose somewhere, or some- 
body has had the screws put to him by 
somebody who had no right to do it. Were 
we not disposed to bring all these mattets to 
the " line and the plummet," and "the law 
and the testimony," in our censorial office 
as a universal regulator, we would become 
as skeptical of human governments as many 
self-styled emancipated minds are of the 
divine economy. The result, however, of 
applying an accepted standard to the "cry- 
ing evils" and '' monster wrongs," is that 
we' have grievances in any quantity. That 
in ours, at least, whatever it may be in nihcr 
cominiiiiilies, the voice of tho iieoiile is the 
voice of truth, and our venlict is that '• wn 
are a bailly used people, with a strong 
recommendation to mercy from Downing 
street, or some otlier Suzerain lord. ' 

The latest "griev.ince' is our Aitic sail. 
In fact we have become petfect salam.in- 
ders for if we cannot live in a firey furnace, 
we get along first rate " in hot water." The 
latest grievance, however, is a question that 
cannot be blinked. It alfecls the best in- 
terests of the community. Commercial 
transactions are dealt with by our courts in 
a way not according to the usual practice 
of courts of civil justice nor courts of 
Admiralty. It appears that a man named 
Melviii, master and owner of the Schooner 
Elizabeth, made two promissory notes at 
Olympia on LI Isr .liiiy last, in favor of one 
Harris for ST-l and S-'O respecti vi'ly. 'I'heso 
notes were payabh,' at tliirly days. the 
20th — Mulvin and the schooner being in our 
harbor — the Chief .In^^tice, upon the applica- 
tion of Mr. Deniies, solicitor for Harris, is- 
sued an injunction against the Schooner 
F.li/abeili which commanded Melvin to 
" absolutely desist from allowing the 
Schooner Elizabeth to depart from Victoria 
harbor till the Court ordered to the con- 
trary." From these facts it appears that an 
injunction was granted when there was no 
debt due ; for the notes allowing the usual 
three days' grace did not mature till the 
23d. iMelvin was detained a couple of days 
and then siiddcidy disa|)peared and we pre- 
sume |)ai(l the tieht on this side or satisliod 
lh(' injunction with " the lore topsail, " al- 
though he retiuimd to Washington 'I'erri- 
lory, where no doubt he will answer lo the 
claim, (,'ommi'rcial men see a great deal 
to censiiit! in this transaction ; and as 
for lawyers they conclude that it is impos- 
sililc to aiiviM! lhi!ir clii'iils what In d(J 
if injunctions aro to be gr.uilcd against 
men for debts not matureil. All commer- 
cial transactions may be completely upset : 
everybody'fl business '^neil topsy-turvy. 
Promiasory notes on time aie by this rule 
as valueless as burnt paper; they are n<>i 
held (0 be binding. Where such prlnci|iles 
may extend, or where end, no one one can 
tell, The OBse is, a curious one, indeed. 
Melvin walks about tho streets, and his ves- 
sel is In limbo. The debt is not due ; and 
yet ha cannot return lo whore it was con- 
tracted tnthcr lo pay it or attend to hi-- biisi- 
nt!ss. Cany the priiiinple out, and our citi- 
zens may lie lumjx'llcd to leniain wilhiii 
the jiiiisiliclKiii III llui Ciiiiil, lil;c tiavclli'is 
were i^dinpcllcd to slay loi c vcr w illii ii ihi^ 
III) rili'i'iiMi s iloiniiiioii'i ol' I'rcslcr .luliii ; or 
us the I'Vcncli, Aiiiliiaii, Kiisnian, and other 
ubaulutu dynaNlie.s, forbid tliu dupuitiiru 
of their subjools. If on injunction onn bo 



granted to stop a vessel from going away 
when the debt ot her owner is not due, why 
cat! we not get a mandamus, or some other 
" muss," to compel a vessel to go away in 
order to be at Olympia whe.n tho debt is 
dne t It's a poor rule that won't work both 
ways. 

The sefious part of this matter, however, 
is: that such judicial orders or similar de- 
crees will injnre us abroad. Commercial 
men, coasters, shipmasters, and shipowners 
will steer shy of a port where such irregular 
proceedings are unfortunately too common. 
Although done with the best intentions to 
secure to the creditor his demand, yet they 
should not be done except in strict con- 
formity with the law. In this case we leave 
it to those better skilled in legal lore than 
we profess to be, to settle the knotty ques- 
tion. Rut if law is common sense, aiid if 
judges represent justice,we fail to see either 
in " tho last grievance." 



New Westiniuster Address to the 
Prince of Wales. 

The Municipal Council of New West- 
minster—determined not to be n whit be- 
hind our Assembly iu e.\pre8sions of loyalty 
and attachment to the heir apparent to the 
throne, though they were in the time of 
doing it — have voted an address to the 
Prince of Wales. It is a oilrious dddument, 
showing that the occasion of giving a cor- 
dial welcome to His Royal Highness has 
been used to further a practical object. One 
might naturally have supposed that their 
burning loyalty would have suggested the 
proprieiy of not interlarding a welcome with 
their grievances ; but the New Westminster 
Council are an eminently practical people. 
The future monarch must be used. He 
must be infornied that absolute and absen- 
tee governors, secretaries, attorney-generals, 
and such ilk, are playing truant, and that 
the only hope of British Columbia is the 
New Westminster Council and "the heir 
apparent." We think the end justifies the 
means. And were it to happen that within 
the next half century that His Royal Highness 
practically took notice of their grievances, it 
would certainly be very gratifying to all 
concerned. But we fear that there is little 
hope from that quarter till the Imperial dia- 
dem stieds its lustre around his brows. It 
is possible he may condescend to knight 
the ^iayor of New Westminster. The 
Councilors need not e.\pect that honor, for 
(lur legislative .Solons were etfectually, but 
properly, debarred by the decree of the 
Speaker fiuni signing the Assembly address. 
Tliey were ihus deprived of the e.\(iuisite 
pleasuro of imagining their names pronounc- 
ed in courtly accents at the finnle to the 
address ; and consequently their buoyant 
hopes of knighthood were prematurely blast- 
ed. None, ilierefore, but "the First Com- 
moner in the land," (whether that means' 
the commonest fellow in the land, we leave 
fur students of constitutional history to solve.) 
iukI the Mayor of Westminster need hope to 
be knighted — although some think that one 
or oilier has long been in a bo-nig/i/tv/ con- 
ililinii. We hope they may be honored with 
a sciiii-patrnt of nobility for sjicaking nut 
ihcir loyal sentiments, as they certainly ilo 
not belong to the dumbocT&ey — a class of 
colonial bipeds who either suppress their 
opinions, ur have none to e.vpress ; for rare 
spcciinciis wi! refer to ihe government 
biMiclies. There is a curious remark, iicvi^r- 
tlielfss, ill ihi' Westmiiisler address, which 
we cannot help noticing before we submit 
the ilociiment iiself. It says: "This Coun- 
cil begs, in tho name of this city, and the 
whole of this important colony." VVe are cer- 
tainly pleasiul Id leain that liiitish Cidnmbia 
is icpr.MMited at la-t, and that the jurisdic- 
tion oi the municipal council is so exten- 
sive. It may now literally, not figuratively, 
say : 

No ppiit up I'lira cniitr.icts our powers, 
I'nr ail of Diili.sli (.'cilunilii.i i.i «iirs. 

On tho whole it is pleasing to witness deni- 
onatralions of loyalty— so here is the loyal 
address of the Council of New Westmin- 



The Victoria Street Improvement 
Bill. — This bill has at last passed a com- 
mittee of the Whole House of Assembly, 
and provides fer the macadamizing of cer- 
tain of the streets of this city. The money 
to pay for these improvements is to be raised 
by a direct tax of five-eighths of one per cent, 
on the real estate of the town, in addition to 
the colonial levy of one per cent, to be col- 
lected from tho Fame source. The amount 
required lo make the impovcments is £2,000. 
His Excellency the Governor is to have 
control of the money so raised, and is to 
advertise for tenders, and give out the con- 
tracts to the lowest bidders. Each section 
is to be contracted for separately. In addi- 
tion to the improvement of the streets, a 
cistern'for the use of the Fire Department 
isto be built' at" this '^corner of Yates and 
Government streets. The following are the 
sections to be improved : !. V.ites street 
from Government to Douglas ; 2. Govern- 
ment street from Johnson to Pandora ; 3. 
Pandora street from Govornmont street to 
Douglas ; 4. iStoro street from Johnson to 
Pandora ; 5. A foot-bridge on Broad street 
from Johnson to Pandora; G. Fort street 
from Government to Douglas j 7. Pandora 
street from Government so as to petfect a 
junction with the North Road ; 3. Broad 
street from Yates to Johnson ; 9. . Draining 
of the road lo the Springs; 10. Humboldt 
street from Douglas to the Parsonage; 11. 
Fort street from Douglas to Blanchard. By 
a section of the bill it is provided that the 
first six sections mentioned above shall be 
c6n.pleted in .a .substantial manner before 
the remaining five 'sections are commenced. 
The contractor is to keep tho work in good 
repair for six months from the time of com- 
pletion, and the colonial treasurer is made 
'.he custodian of all tho monies.

Tegetahles and FnuiTs at Fort Ru- 
PEiiT, V. I. — Through tlie kindne.ss of Major 
Downie, Mr. Winton, the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's ofiicer in charge of Fort Rupert, has 
favored us with a table shnwing the seasons 
at which vegetables and fruits ripen there. 
Fort Rupert is several degrees, north of Yic- 
toria; and yet evidently theV seasons are 
muoji earlier than here. A fiiie agricultural 
' district exists in that neighborhood, either 
sitirting Kirakish river or in its vicinity, and 
stretches out toward Nootka on the west 
coast. The sample of strawberries sent us 
by Mr. Winton, (for which he has our 
thanks), are of the red cultivated species, 
some of which are nearly three inches in 
circumference.

Bodkin, a worthy, indii.Mrioiis m;\n, was 
drownetl nii the l,">lh iiist;irit, about fi)tir 
miles from Boston Bar, while on his way 
down to that place with a canoe load of beef 
which he had jii.-^t slaiighter."d. The acci- 
dent wks c.-uised by his attempting to run a 
Miinll but dangerous riffle. -An^lndian and 
,1 ChiDainan wore in the canoe with him, 
but clung to the boat and ware picked up 
about throe miles below where the ncoident 
occurred, by soine miners. Bodkin had 
considerable money on his person when lie 
was drowned,' He was a native of the 
United State*, about thirty-five years of ;ige, 
nnd cvpecled lo leave for home in a short 
time. ISodkm was one of the party who 
Btnick the rich deposit of Ln)ld on Mand liar, 
late in tlio fall of ISoS, and aftfr t„iliiig all 
winter, started in March, for his far 

di.%taiit home, wiili a large amount of gold 
dust. lie ernbaiked in a whalo-boal at Fort 
Hope, and when opposite Harrison river, 
tiie L-raft struck a snag, anil the occupants 
were precipitated into the water. They 
were all saved, however; but Bodkin's 
money, (some ,$2,000), • which was in his 
coat-pocket, wa< lost. He Immediately 
borrowed a few dollairs from some friend 
. and retraced his steps to the scene of his 
former labors, where, after a year-and-a-half 
of patient industry, ho had succeeded in 
amassing some four thousand dollars, and 
just as he was jn the point of again visiting 
his friends in the East, another disaster 
occurs, and he is hurried into eternity. 
His loss is universally regretted by all who 
knew him. •' " -

From the River. 

Dr. A. Mclnnis, of Lyttoii City, arrived 
oil the Wilson G. Hunt on Wednesday eve- 
ning. He informs us that everything seems 
prosperous along Fraset E,;ver, and that nu- 
merous new flats and benohes were beiiig 
daily opened for mining pnrposns. 

Messrs, Vesoy, MoCana & Co. are bring- 
ing in a ditotj^ronj^gHj"* Clreek, si.^ miles 
above the Twe'nty-oi'neiinilA House (between 
Boston Bar and Lytton City). The ditch 
will be six iniles long, and will be used in 
working a succession of benches and bars 
that have heretofore prospected very well, 
but have not been worked, owing to the 
scarcity of water. 

Between ,500 and and 000 men are at 
work on Van Winkle Bar, a short distance 
above Lyiton City, about one-half of whom 
are Chinamen. The diggings will give 
employment to a large number of men for 
two years to come. 

Another large ditoh U being surveyed for 
a company on China Bar (bead of the Big 
Canon), which is intended lo supply an ex- 
tensive ilat in the vicinity. 

Dr. Mclnnis saw a Similkameen Indian 
at Yale, the day he left, who said that he 
had reached Boston Bar in four days from 
Rock Creek. He came through to buy 
salmon. It is said to have been a custom 
with the Similkameen Indians for many 
years to come into Boston Bar and exchange 
articles of their own manufacture for salmon, 
with tlie Qui-ome Indians, The trail by 
which they come is thought to be by way of 
the head-waters ot Anderson River. Some 
of the Qui-ome Inilians assort that they can 
make the trip in two days from Boston Bar 
to Rock Creek. Parties will probably be 
sent outitoiexplore this trail at once. 

Messrs. Powers & MoRofaierts have been 
awarded a contract for building a trail along 
the river from Spuzzecn Ferry to Boston Bar, 
a distance of 18 miles. 

The packers from Yale are taking their 
stuff around Rocky Point in boats, and meet- 
ing their animals on the other side, pack 
over the new trail to the ferry. It is a fine 
trail — as level almost as a road. 

Very little is doing at Hill's Bar in the way 
of mining. Furnias' Flat, opposite Yale, is 
a failure.
